Superintendent begins work

When Dr. Clarence Bloom walked 
through the front doors of the school dis­ 
trict’s central administration building 
yesterday morning, no one had to tell 
him his work was cut out for him. 
In his first meeting with the press this 
morning, he agreed he not only had the 
normal garden variety of housekeeping 
chore to attend to, but also some thorny 
problems. 
Bloom succeeds Glendon F. Wegner, 
who retired officially from office Mon­ 
day ending 17 years at the helm of Lom­ 
poc schools. 
Bloom was reserved in his pronounce­ 
ments this morning, but he made it clear 
he planned no immediate changes in the 
administrative staff he inherited from 
Wegner. 
‘‘I (^rate under the premise of mak­ 
ing liaste slowly," he said in answer to a 
series of questions about possible 
changes in personnel or changes in the 
direction of the district 


When this reporter pointed out that he 
had been described as "innovative” by at 
least one trustee some weeks ago. Bloom 
said it was probably because he had in­ 
stituted a "middle school" at Duarte 
from which he hails. 
Bloom explained that most districts, 
including Lompoc’s, break down the first 
12 years of schooling into elementary or 
primary, grades kindergarten through 
six, junior high, grades seven and eight. 


and high school, grades nine through 12. 
In Duarte, he changed the divisions to 
kindergarten through grade four; the 
middle school, grades five through eight, 
and the conventional high school, grades 
nine through 12. 
Bloom said most school districts are 
having financing problems and that 
many districts have not yet reached set­ 
tlements with teachers and classified 
personnel on salaries. Duarte was that 
way when he left it last week, he said. 
Locally there is an impasse in negotia­ 
tions with teachers. 
Bloom noted that Lompoc Unified 
School District’s budget for the 197^76 
year was almost completed, and barring 
some minor changes would probably get 
a final okay in August close to the ap­ 
proximate $15 million that was set forth 
some weeks ago in the preliminary ver­ 
sion of the budget. 
Bloom made it clear that the division 
of authority between two assistant 
superintendents, Alice Milligan, for per­ 
sonnel and special services; Mel Wilde 
for curriculum and with Joe Carlin for 
business management, was a good ar­ 
rangement. He conceded that he in­ 
herited the arrangement, but praised the 
aides individually. 
In other respects. Bloom said Duarte 
used a "decentralized budget” concept 
to accomplish the same thing that Lom­ 
poc designates, as "personnel unit con­ 
cept” He praised the concept, but said 
there was also the danger of too much 


decentralization. "You could get an im­ 
balance.” he said. 
On the question of the fundamental 
school concept that is being pushed local­ 
ly, Blooni said the idea "comes under the 
same category as all other alter­ 
natives,” and has "to be looked at very 
ca re fu lly .” “ I ’m not sure that 
segmenting of the schools will result in 
higher academic achievement — 
organizational 
structure doesn’t 
guarantee higher levels of academic 
achievement. People make the dif­ 
ference.” he said. 
Bloom said he has great faith in 
programs for deeper involvement of the 
parent in the educational scheme of 
things. He also said the emotional and 
psychological age of a youngster was 
more important than the chronological 
age as combined in the past with a 
designated grade. 
T l^ he tossed off these commenis; 
"An elementary child has to have a 
‘home base’ and a teacher to identify 
with. You have to be well grounded in 
managerial sense as a superintendent. 
You have to be something of a crisis 
manager.” 
He said, " I ’m delighted with Lompoc. 
My wife and I have both agreed Lompoc 
is a happy place.” Then he commented 
on the "great friendship” he and his 
family had been shown since their ar­ 
rival. He pointed to a large pot of 
chrysanthemums on his desk, gift, ac­ 
cording to the accompanying card of the 
central administration staff. 
Titan painting proposal received

A Los Angeles painting contractor has 
offered to sand blast and repaint the ag­ 
ing Titan missile at the city’s eastern 
entrance for $2,200, among the lowest ap­ 
praisals the city has received for this 
work. 
But a decision on the offer will have to 
wait for a report by Air Force engineers 
who are "very concerned” about metal 
corrosion in the grounded ICBM, which 
has begun to shower tiny Ingram Park, 
where it stands, with rivets. 
The Lompoc City Council voted last 
month to tear down and scrap the relic of 
this area’s ICBM development heyday. 
The panel ran into a buzz saw of public 
protest and rescinded this action at a 
later meeting. The problem now is how 
to preserve a thin skinned projectile 
designed to be launched only once as a 
lasting civic monument. 
Earle Sweetland, manager of the Lom­ 
poc Valley Chamber of Commerce, told 
the council last night of the offer from 
Green’s Industrial Painting of Baldwin 
Park. It was a relief for coun- 
cilmembers, who have heard that it 
might cost as much as $10.000 to re­ 
juvenate the Titan. 
The offer includes sanding, priming 
and painting, Sweetland said, as well as 
all labor, travel and other costs. 
"This quotation of $2,200 will be made 
possible because of other jobs that the 
company will be performing in this 
area.” Sweetland, a former Vandenberg 
Air Force Base commander, said. 
The painting proposal does not include 
repairs to the missile and some will 
probably be necessary. According to City 
Administrator Gene Wählers, Air Force 
engineers took a look at the missile last 
Friday and "there are a number of

things they were very concerned about.” 
Mainly, the problem is corrosion. 
Wählers said the engineers told him that 
one of the missile’s four cast aluminum 
supports was partly eaten away and that 
other parts of the ICBM were under cor­ 
rosive attack. 
"The missile is shedding rivets on the 
downwind side, apparently from com­ 
pression,” Councilwoman Elinor 
Lefkowitz observed. 
Councilman E.C. Stevens cautioned 
against too much optimism over the 
repainting of the silver bird until after 
the Air Force engineers submit their 
report on preserving the space vehicle to 
the city council. 
"W e’re doing some exploration into 
the possibilities of other missiles.” 
Wählers advised. 
Mayor Art Scott was absent from last 
night’s meeting.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - There will be 
no shortage of gasoline during the sum­ 
mer driving months, but there will be 
serious natural gas shortages in some 
Midwest. Northeast and Southern states 
this winter, the White House said today. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told 
reporters that President Ford discussed 
the fuel supply situation with his energy 
advisers this morning in the Cabinet 
room 
Nes.sen said. "There are no prospects 
of gasiline shortages this summer” 
He said motor gasoline stocks had 
been declining but this had stopped, eas­ 
ing earlier fears motorists might find 
themselves without fuel. 
However, Nessen said there will be 
"serious natural gas shortages.” 
He said Ford wants to wipe out the 
shortages by freeing natural gas from 
federal price regulation. 
Ford’s aides told him that the same 
natural gas that costs $2 in Texas costs 
52 cents in some other areas under 
frederal price regulations. 
The low price of federal regulated 
natural gas gives producers little incen­ 
tive, thus causing shortages, he said. 
Nessen said the shortages will hit 
chiefly industry, not residences in the af­ 
fected states. It will be factories that 
lose their supplies first. 
Nessen specifically singled out New 
Jersey, Ohio and North Carolina that will 
have natural gas problems this winter. 
On Tuesday, White House aides said 
Ford would formally announce his can- 
didancy for a full term in the White 
House early next week. 


In other matters discussed at the 
energy meeting. Nessen said; 


—Ford "made the point he certainly 
felt Congress was lagging” in passing his 
requested law to allow the Navy 
Reserves at Elk Hill, Calif., to be tapped 
for civilian use of up to 300,000 barrels of 
petroleum a day. 
—The President noted that if Congress 
had enacted his energy program fully, in­ 
creases in fuel costs would have been 
made up through consumer rebates. 
—Domestic production of crude oil has 
continued to fall steadily for five years 
and the U.S. dependence on supplies 
from the members of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries —the 
international group which engineered the 
1973 oil embargo —has increased. He 
said that in 1973 just under half of 
America’s imported oil came from 
OPEC countries but that today 65.8 per 
cent comes from OPEC. The increase is 
due to cutbacks in supplies to the United 
States from Canada and Venezuela. 
—Nuclear energy is increasing as the! 
source for electricity in the UnitedI 


Schlesinger says 
U.S. may employ 
'first strike' 


. 
WASHINGTON (U P I) - Defense 
Secretary James Schlesinger says the 
United States might be first to use 
nuclear weapons and might even con­ 
sider striking first at the Soviet Union, 
although it is a “ very, very low 
probability.” 
"The United States has consistently 
refrained from disavowing the first use 
of nuclear weapons,” Schlesinger said. 
Asked if the Soviet Union may be a 
target, he said; 
"First use could conceivably —let me 
underscore conceivably —involve what 
we define as strategic forces and pos­ 
sibly, possibly —let me underscore pos­ 
sibly —involve selective strikes at the 
Soviet Union. 
"We do not necessarily exclude that 
but it is indeed a very, very low 
probability.” 
It is a further refinement of U.S. 
nuclear strategy. Since Schlesinger took 
over, he has bwn working to add the pos­ 
sibilities of limited nuclear exchanges to 
the long-standing policy of massive 
nuclear retaliation. He says the Presi­ 
dent made the decision. 
First. Schlesinger said Defense 
Department planners were trying to in­ 
crease their selectivity and flexibility so 
the President could do more than just 
choose between doing nothing and un­ 
leashing the nuclear arsenal. 
Pentagon officials said that in a crisis 
with ground combat probably under way. 
the Soviet Union or any other enemy 
could try firing a single missile at an 
isolated U.S. military target, such as the 
nuclear missile sites in the northern 
Midwest. 
The U.S. response might be to fire a 
single missile or send a single bomber to 
destroy a specific and limited Soviet 
target to prove U.S. willingness to fight.

Hughes scheduled July 8 for a hearing 
on the city’s motion for an injunction 
against the strike. 
City Hall itself was barricaded with 
beefed-up police details and closed to 
visitors by officials who feared a repeti­ 
tion of Tuesday’s unruly demonstration 
by some 500 fired police officers. 


More than 2(^000 tons of garbage was 
piled up on the streets, curbsides and 
alleyways this morning, with 15,000 tons 
more expected by day’s end, and of­

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The CIA 
fears the Soviet Union cannot handle the 
upcoming Russian-American space mis­ 
sion and bring back one of its own space 
lab crews at the same time. Sen. William 
Proxmire. D-Wis,, disclosed today 
Proxmire called for a postponement of 
the joint mission —the first of its kind - 
until the Russians bring back to earth 
two cosmonauts now in space. 
Proxmire said the Russians do not in­ 
tend to bring down the cosmonauts in the 
Salyut lab before the July 15 launch of 
the Apollo-Soyuz mission. 
The CIA fears were expressed by Carl 
Duckett, deputy director for science and 
technology, at closed hearings before 
Proxmire’s appropriations subcommit­ 
tee. At his request, the CIA declassified 
one sentence of Duckett’s testimony in 
view of the upcoming launch date. 
Duckett stated. "I do not think they 
(the Russians) are in good shape to han­ 
dle two missions at once from the com­ 
mand point of view.” 
Proxmire said "this warning from the 
nation's top scientific intelligence expert 
should not be taken lightly.” 
Prof. Konstantin Bushuyev. Russian 
technical director for the flight, told his 
American counterpart Sunday there has 
been no final decision to continue the 


Salyut mission during the joint flight 
But he said Soviet officials have studied 
the possibility and have determined the 
Salyut mission would not interfere with 
the Apollo-Soyuz flight. 
Bushuyev said Russia is using dif­ 
ferent control centers for the two mis­ 
sions with different personnel and that 
under no circumstances would Apollo- 
Soyuz personnel be diverted to the Salyut 
flight. 
In addition, he said, the joint flight has 
been given communications priority if 
the two flights came within range of one 
tracking station at the same time 
The National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration said America’s technical 
director. Glynn Lunney. agreed the 
provisions described by Bushueyev 
"were adequate and satisfactory to as­ 
sure that there would be no effect or 
interference with the Apollo-Soyuz mis­ 
sion.” 
The three-man American Apollo and 
the two-man Soviet Salyut are scheduled 
to link up in space July 17 
This would not be the first time the 
Russians have had more than one space 
crew in orbit In October. 1969. seven 
cosmonauts orbited in three Soyuz ships, 
and

manned 
Soyuz flew 
simultaneously earlier that year

NEW DELHI (U PI) - Violent death, 
sabotage and mass antigovernment 
demonstrations have erupted in three In­ 
dian states despite Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi’s emergency decree, 
several informants said today. 
The informants, opposition political 
party sources and travelers, said the 
slates of Gujarat. Bihar and Tamil Nadu 
had been marked by turmoil since she 
announced the decree last Thursday 
Opposition party sources said an es­ 
timated 6.500 persons had been jailed 
across the country under the decree and 
that arrests were still going on. 
Travelers from Bihar, an eastern state 
of 56 million persons, said police in the 
capital of Patna and other towns fired on 
demonstrators protesting the arrests of 
opposition party leaders 
The 
travelers 
said 
several 
demonstrators were reported killed and 


injured by police bullets over the past six 
days, but they could not estimate the 
number 
Travelers and opposition sources said 
demonstrators in Bihar had snapped 
telephone cables and ripped out railroad

Arrivals from the western coastal 
state of Gujarat, where Mrs Gandhi’s

TeleProm pTer wrecking 
crews, base sources said. 
New Vandenberg rates will 
sharply undercut the rate 
amounts TelePrompTer said it 
would have to have to operate a 
base cable system profitably. 
Base residents will pay $4 per 
month for first residential con­ 
nections and 75 cents per month 
for each additional connection, 
FM receiption will be free. 
TelePrompTer spokesmen con­ 
tended that the rates would 
have to be over 16 50 per month 
for the same service in order to 
turn a profit.

Cable Antenna Systems 
operates several cable tv 
systems in the state. Lewis 
said, adding that he doesn't 
have any doubt that he will 
make a profit on his new base 
operation. 
TelePrompTer* 10 year 
franchise contract with 
Vandenberg expired last year. 
After being bypassed in the bid­ 
ding for continued base service, 
the firm appealed to higher 
echelons in the Defense Depart­ 
ment, claiming Air Force 
criteria for selecting a cable 
firm was unfair. The appeal 
was denied. 
TelePrompTer landed con­ 
tracts for Lompoc and the base 
in 1963 The firm's franchise for 
the city system is for a duration 
of 15 years and expires in 1978. 


Bikeways plan near for S.Y. 


A plan for bikeways for the 
Santa Ynez Valley underwent 
review Tuesday by the County 
Transportation Department, 
and county authorities said they 
are hopeful the non-motorized 
bikeways element of the 
General Plan for the Valley can 
be adopted before many more 
months. 
Transportation 
Department 
planning engineer John J. Mad- 
dock, who is overseeing the 
county wide 
bikeway plans, 
acknowledged that there "was 
a little misunderstanding" 
which had caused a delay in 
having the Valley plans of the 
General Plan Advisory Com­ 
mittee coincide with the 
categories set up by the county 
department.

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Beirut 
fighting 
subsides 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UP1) — 
Street fighting between left- 
wing Moslem and right-wing 
Christian political militias sub­ 
sided today in Beirut, allowing 
residents to move about freely 
for the first tim e in nine days. 
The bombs and bullets that 
rocked the capital overnight 
died down by dawn and Interior 
Minister Camille Chamoun told 
reporters, “ security forces are 
now in control of the situation." 
Security patrols in armored 
cars and jeeps also were sent to 
tro u b le sp o ts in n o rth ern 
Lebanon, where heavy fighting 
raged Tuesday in violation of a 
cease-fire arranged by Prem ier 
Rashid K aram i, Palestinian 
lead er Y asser A rafat and 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel 
Halim Khaddam. 
The fighting between the 
militias of Lebanon's warring 
Moslem and Christian political 
parties has left 250 dead and 
more than 700 injured Officials 
said the casualty toll probably 
would rise as the search, for 
bodies continued today. 
In C airo, M oslem lead er 
K am al Ju m b la tt, said 700 
persons had been killed and 
2,000 injured in the latest out­ 
break of fighting 
Ju m b latt, considered the 
most powerful leftist leader in 
Lebanon, told the newspaper A1 
Ahram the new “ salvation“ 
government of Prem ier Rashid 
K aram i would soon topple 
because it did not represent all 
“ nationalist forces” in the 
country. 
In Beirut, citizens moved 
freely in the streets, traffic 
jammed intersections, and au­ 
thorities declared main roads 
leading into the capital “ secu­ 
re." 
Occasional machine gun fire 
was still heard in a few sub­ 
urban regions. 


State leads 
agriculture 
production 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
California again was the na­ 
tion’s leading agricultural state 
last year as its huge farming in­ 
dustry earned a record $8.5 bil­ 
lion in gross income. 
State Food and Agriculture 
Director Tim Wallace Tuesday 
said gross income was 18 per 
cent higher than the state's all- 
tim e high figure of $7.2 billion 
set in 1973. 
He said California again top­ 
ped all states in farm income 
with Iowa ranking second. 


California farm production 
last year totaled 45.6 million 
tons, up 1.3 million tons from 
the previous year. 


Wallace said, “ 1974 was the 
biggest y ea r ever. L arg er 
plantings, increased production 
and higher prices for commodi­ 
ties were responsible for the in­ 
creased farm incom e. Al­ 
though most farm income was 
up, there w as considerable 
variance, due to record ex­ 
penses for feed and fertilizer.’’ 


He said the agricultural in­ 
dustry’s estim ated impact on 
California’s economy is $42 5 
billion, which includes gross 
farm income and such activi­ 
ties as processing, transporta­ 
tion, distribution and sales.

twisted away from the Eastern 
Seaboard today, easing the im ­ 
m ediate th rea t to shoreline 
areas.

“ Amy is expected to continue 
on a northeast coast but speed 
up its forward motion with little 
change in intensity during the 
next 24 hours,” the weather ser­ 
vice said Tuesday night. 


“Heavy surf is still expected 
along the coast of the middle 
Atlantic states and northward,” 
the weather service said. 


At 6 a.m. EDT, the storm was 
located at latitude 37.5 North, 
longitude 64.5 west or about 350 
miles southeast of Cape Cod, 
Mass.

OGLALA. S.D. (UPI) - An 
Indian who reportedly w it­ 
nessed the death of two FBI 
agents on the Pine Ridge Oglala 
Sioux Reservation was held as a 
m aterial witness today.

Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-

Scott, R-Pa., led the way into 
Brezhnev’s Kremlin office. 
The 68-year-old Soviet leader 
shook hands with each senator, 
but only Sen. Jacob K Javits, 
R-N.Y., an outspoken advocate 
of freer emigration for Soviet 
Jews, paused for a quick chat 
during the introductions 
“ I hope you are well," Javits 
said 
“ I am getting younger all the 
tim e.” Brezhnev replied. 
After the picture taking, 
Brezhnev led the group to his 
desk to show them a small 
model cannon which he said had 
been made in Leningrad 
“ I t ’s a 
n ew w e a p o n s 
system ," he said to laughter 
from the senators. 
“You can send us one to 
celebrate our bicentennial next 
year,” Humphrey said.

PUC grants 
rate hike 
to PG&E 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Public Utilities 
Commission Tuesday granted a 
$36.4 million increase to Pacific 
Gas & Electrc to offset boosts 
in prices from fuel producers 
within the state. 


The increase amounted to 44 
cents on residential bills but 
will come from that source only 
until Sept. 16 when it will be 
switched to commercial and in­ 
dustrial users 


The new increase was similar 
to one granted last month that 
will add 21 cents a month to 
residential bills. Consequently 
residential bills will go down by 
65 cents in mid-September. 


The commission announced a 
major policy change two weeks 
ago that will shift new rate in­ 
creases to the state’s industri­ 
al users in mid-September. The 
PUC ordered PG&E to devise 
a plan to slice rates to their 
residential customers and in­ 
crease the cost of natural gas 
charged major industrial users. 


The PUC also had its staff 
prepare an order Tuesday for 
all California fuel producers to 
show cause why they should not 
be regulated by the commis­ 
sion 
It told PG&E not to 
renegotiate any contract with 
any California supplier before a 
decision is made on the ques­ 
tion 


Air Force agrees 
to change B-1 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The 
Air Force, trying to stave off 
criticism that the proposed B1 
bomber costs too much, has 
agreed to changes that save 
money but greatly reduce the 
plane’s high altitude speed 
The change was revealed at a 
news conference Tuesday by 
Gen. Russell Dougherty, head 
of the Strategic Air Command. 
A prototype of the B1 is cur­ 
rently undergoing flight tests at 
Edwards Air Force Base. Calif. 
The Air Force wants the B1 as a 
manned bomber for use in the 
1980s and 1990s. Critics in 
Congress argue that manned 
bombers are obsolete in the 
missile age and that the multi­ 
billion dollar program is too ex­ 
pensive. 
Dougherty said that between 
$200 million and $250 million 
could be saved by using fixed in­ 
stead of controllable air inlets 
for the B l’s engines, slowing its 
speed at high altitudes. 


Callaghan to 
meet with Amin 


United Press International 
British Foreign Secretary 
James Callaghan, responding to 
the pardon of an English lec­ 
turer sentenced to death, has 
agreed to meet with Ugandan 
President Idi Amin. 
The Foreign Office in London 
said Tuesday night Callaghan is 
"now ready to carry out his un­ 
dertaking to enter into discus­ 
sions about the future of rela­ 
tions between Britain and 
Uganda.” 
No date was set for the talks. 
The decision came soon after 
the Ugandan leader said he 
would pardon Dennis Hills, 
sentenced to death for referring 
to Amin in an unpublished 
manuscript as “ a village 
tyrant.” 
Amin announced the pardon 
of the ailing, 61-year-old lectur­ 
er after two days of meetings in 
neighboring Zaire with Presi­ 
dent Mobutu Sese Seko. 
The flamboyant Amin also 
said he would give Mobutu 
authority to improve Uganda's 
troubled diplomatic relations 
with Britain. 
Amin had said he would ex­ 
ecute Hills Friday unless Cal­ 
laghan traveled to Uganda for 
talks. Callaghan refused to go 
unless Amin lifted the execu­ 
tion order first. 
Amin said he decided to 
pardon Hills because “ Presi­ 
dent Mobutu wanted things free 
without being controlled by the 
superpowers ” 
Speaking to newsmen at 
Mobutu's estate in Nsele, 36 
miles from the Zaire capital of 
Kinshasa, Amin said he had 
“ full confidence in President 
Mobutu and will do everything

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
come under fire from state 
employe and highway patrol­ 
men’s organizations for reduc­ 
ing proposed salary increases 
in the new state budget. 
Before signing the $11.47 bil­ 
lion spending package Tues­ 
day, the governor cut $100 mil­ 
lion in proposed spending, in­ 
cluding $43.9 million from 
money set aside to finance pay 
raises for state workers. 
Leaders of the California 
State Employes Association 
(CSEA) said the salary reduc­ 
tions were "unfair, illegal and 
unprecedented.” The California 
Association of Highway Patrol­ 
men echoed CSEA's criticism. 
The governor slashed the 
average 8.5 per cent pay raise 
that he originally proposed for 
state workers to about 7.5 per 
cent. He ordered that no pay 
raise exceed 10 per cent. 
Remaining in the salary pack­ 
age was a $400 one-time 
- 
"bonus” for workers who earn 
less than $753 a month. 
Brown left the highest offi­ 
cials in his administration 
without any salary increase, in­ 
cluding agency and depart­ 
ment heads and members of 
such boards as the Public 
Utilities Commission.

It doesn't make 
much sense that it isn’t taught in first 
aid, considering that heart disease is the 
nation's No. 1 killer. 
You would be doing a great public 
service if you published instructions on 
what to do for a heart-attack victim 
until professional help arrives. I am 
sure many lives could be saved.

The Information will be used 
as a basis for mapping HEW en­ 
forcement of the rules. Holmes 
and other officials said Tuesday 
at a briefing. 
While an 80 per cent or 
areater enrollment of males or 
females in a particular class 
does not necessarily mean dis 
crimination exists, “it raises a 
red flag about the procedures 
used to inform students about 
enrollment in the classes,” 
Holmes said. 
Schools no longer will be al­ 
lowed, for example, to require 
all female students to take 
home economics to graduate. 
F o r m in g choral groups 
restricted to either girls or bc^s 
also would be prohibited. 
Instead, choirs could be limited 
to certain voice ranges —such 


as all tenors. 
The department’s require­ 
ment for coed gym classes has 
been assailed and some critics 
question the “social implica­ 
tions” of the integrated classes, 
said Gwendolyn Gregory, direc­ 
tor of policy communication for 
HEW’s civil righU unit. 
But she added, “We in en­ 
forcement can only deal wiUi it 
in terms of what Uie law says. 
...we are not social engineers in 
the sense of trying to develop a 
new society. We don’t have that 
power or authority.” 
The law required coed 
physical education classes, she 
said. 
Congress passed the sweep­ 
ing measure under Title IX of 
the Education Amendments of 
1972 which says that with cer­ 
tain exceptions “no person ... 
shall, on the basis of sex, be ex­ 
cluded from participation in, be 
denied the benefits of, or be 
subjected to discrimination un­ 
der any education program or 
activity receiving federal finan­ 
cial assistance ... ” This in­ 
cludes most public and some 
private schools and colleges.

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Soccer officials urge: 


'Get witchdoctors out' 


NAIROBI (UPI) — Witch doctors have become the 
behind-the-scenes superstars of Kenyan soccer and 
sports officials have threatened to prosecute teams 
who hired them. 
Kenya Soccer Federation secretary Obare Asiko 
warned clubs, witchdoctors, and fans: “Witchcraft 
should have no place in Kenya soccer. The practice of 
witchcraft is unsettling our efforts to clean up soc- 
cer. 
Observers estimate 95 per cent of Kenya soccer 
clubs hire witch doctors or soothsayers to help them 
win matches. 
The witch doctors, many of whom have become rich, 
claim they can: 
—Make the ball disappear. 
—Make it swerve at a vital moment. 
—Prevent players from scoring by freezing their 
bodies momentarily. 
—Move the net when an opposing player tries to 
score. 


Recently, soccer matches have been plagued by a 
series of witchcraft incidents involving birds and 
animals. 
At one game fans nearly rioted when a pigeon was 
seen hovering over one goal. The fans contended it was 
put there by witchcraft to keep their team from scor­ 
ing. They halted the game while police caught the bird 
and carried it out of the stadium. 
At another game, fans insisted a dead cat found out­ 
side the stadium also was inspired by witchcraft. 
Last year officials threatened to disband one win­ 
ning team because players and officials allegedly con­ 
sulted a witch doctor. 
But the sorcerers recently have lost face. 
Last month, one official challenged Kenya clubs 
with the promise that if they could beat visiting 
English soccer club Norwich City, the national sports 
body would consider witchcraft a useful part of Kenya 
soccer and would pay witch doctors for two years 
Norwich won every game. 


Dodgers KOed again

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — ’ One of these days more than 
one guy on this team will get him,” Los Angeles Dodgers’ 
catcher Joe Ferguson stressed. 
“I’m sure the bad feeling will linger on,” Mike Ivie of the 
San Diego Padres added. "If something happens to set it off, 
it could happen again.” 
Ferguson suffered a broken right wrist in an eighth-inning 
brawl between Los Angeles and the Padres Tuesday night.

5.205-pound reliever Bill Greif of the Padres. Greif, who was 
on the mound when a fight erupted in Philadelphia last 
month, decked Willie Crawford with a pitch to open the bot­ 
tom of the eighth and the battle was on after Crawford 
charged out to get him. 
"I got hurt when I hit Greif on the forehead,” Ferguson 
said. "I wasn’t aiming for his forehead, though. I was trying 
to hit him in the middle of the mouth.” 
“Greif has thrown at me a few times in the past,” added 
Jimmy Wynn of the Dodgers. "Some day he’s going to get his 
cookies ate.” 
After the battle, three Dodgers-Ferguson, Crawford and 
Davey Lopes—were ejected. 
After the game, John Grubb and Randy Hundley of the 
Padres displayed wounds. Hundley was cut and bruised over 
his right eye while Grubb received a laceration inside his 
right ear. 
"I tackled Crawford,” said Hundley. "I was trying to stop

him from trying to get to Greif. Then someone began 
punching me. I have no idea who it was. We aren t going to 
stand out there and let the Dodgers run over us. If they want 
to play that game, we’ll play it, too.” 
"We’re not a last-place club,” said Grubb, "and we like to 
be treated with respect.

The tipoff: 
Joe DiMaggio, always reluctant to be chronicled, broke down and let himself 
be interviewed for Maury Allen’s “Where Have You Gone, Joe DiMaggio?” — 
but he’s now unhappy because one-third of the book deals with the Marilyn 
Monroe phase of DiMag’s life, always a taboo subject. 


Q. Are you still mad at Reggie Jackson over last year’s (World Series) in­ 
cident? — W. Egli, Walnut Creek, Calif. 
A No. I think he is a moody, sometimes troubled man who’s on an emotional 
yo-yo. I am a little amused by the current furor over his pill-popping revela­ 
tions Reggie said he was quoted out of ontext by his co-author. The author now 
says he went overboard on the quotes. It is my experience when a writer col­ 
laborates with an athlete, the written result is okayed by the athlete’s 
signature. Reggie either said it the way it first appeared or he didn’t bother to 
read the manuscript before signing. 


Q. Is it true that Claudell Washington didn’t play baseball while in high 
school? And didn’t have much experience before he turned pro? — J.M., El 
Cerrito, Calif. 
A. Absolutely true The 21-year-old sensation from nearby Berkeley was a 
track star instead. But he learned as fast as he ran because he jumped to the 
majors last year from Double A ball. And it should give you an idea how he 
rates by the move of Joe Rudi, maybe the best leftfielder in baseball, to first 
base so that Claudell could have a regular spot in the lineup this year. 


Q. What is Henry Aaron’s beef against Atlanta? It seems that every time he 
has a chance, he raps the city where he broke the home run record. — J.G., 
Macon, Ga. 
A. Atlanta sources tell me that activists such as the Rev. Jesse Jackson have 
convinced Henry that he got a bum deal when the Braves didn’t consider him 
for the managerial post or a high administrative job at 150 grand a year. Henry 
was offered a promotions spot by the Braves at $50,000 per, same that Willie 
Mays gets from the New York Mets — and $10,000 more than the salary drawn 
by present manager Clyde King and general manager Eddie Robinson. He 
turned it down to go to Milwaukee. 


Q. Is Deacon Jones definitely through with pro football? I always thought he 
was one of the great players of all time and can’t understand why he isn’t given 
a chance to coach. — Ron G., Oceanside, Calif. 
A. Deacon retired as a player because it was getting too tough to stay in 
shape — though he has recently lost 40 pounds. He shunned coaching because he 
says he would only consider a job as the head man. Currently, he’s doing public 
relations work for a southern California hospital group. "Of course,” he says, 
"if the WFL offered me a million dollars...” At any rate, in five years, you can 
expect Deacon’s name to be entered in the Pro Football Hall of Fame — that’s 
the mandatory time wait. 


Parting shot: 
The hit-and-run play in baseball, meaning a baserunner takes off and the bat­ 
ter tries to hit behind him, is a crass misnomer. It should be called, accurately, 
the run-and-hit because the man on base makes his move before the ball ever 
reaches the batter. 


WIMBLEDON. England (UPI) - Bil­ 
lie Jean King, playing in one of the last 
major singles tournament of her career, 
recaptured some of her old glory today 
with a fighting comeback in the final set 
to defeat the top seed and defending 
champion Chris Evert, 2-6, 6-2, 6-3, and 
enter the finals of the $268,600 
Wimbledon Tennis Championships. 
Out on the center court she loves most 
of all the courts of the world, the 31-year- 
old veteran stumbled through the first 
set then produced the deadliest overhead 
game of the tournament just as Miss 
Evert, unbeaten in Europe for two years, 
lost control of her usually reliable 
forehand. 
In the finals Friday, Billie Jean meets 
fourth seeded Evonne Goolagong Cawley 
of Australia who beat her country­ 
woman and girlhood idol, Mrs. Margaret 
Court, 6-4, 6-4, in another clash between 
youth and experience. Mrs. Court will be 
33 next week. Mrs. Cawley is 23. 
Miss Evert, the 20-year-old sensation 
from Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., thus loses one 
of her cherished ambitions —to beat Bil­ 
lie Jean on grass. For win or lose Mrs. 
King has said that she will play no more 
singles anywhere including Wimbledon, 
one of the last grass tournaments left. 
In the first set most of the capacity 
crowd of 15,000 in Center Court were 
wishing Mrs. King had quit a match 
sooner. Nothing she tried worked and she 
dropped her service in the fourth and 
eighth games to lose the set in 25 
minutes. 
It was the start of the second set that 
revitalized the veteran campaigner. She 
broke Evert’s service, beat her at her 
own specialty —baseline duels —but then 
lost her own service with a doublefault at 
game point to 2-all.

Publishing problem 


Newsprint 
and 
its 
availability are necessarily 
points of the greatest conse­ 
quence to newspapers and 
other publishing companies 
across the country and around 
the world. Paper is the one 
raw material used by the 
publishing industry which is ir­ 
replaceable. It is also subject 
to the most stomach-rending 
price increases of any raw 
material used. 
Newspapers have been try­ 
ing to paint a picture for their 
advertisers and subscribers 
showing exactly what they are 
up against when they find it 
necessary to raise advertising 
and subscription rates to cover 
increased tonnage-costs in 
paper. To that end our efforts 
have been to little avail. Paper 
costs since 1973 have risen no 
less than 71 per cent, and 
another increase is expected 
later this year. In the same 
time, advertising and circula­ 
tion rates, respectively, have 
risen but 30 per cent and 11 per 
cent. 
This summer, three pulp and 
paper workers unions are 
threatening a strike both in 
Canada and in the U.S. unless 
their various demands are 
met. In fact, members of the 
Association of Western Pulp 
and Paper Workers at an 
Oregon City mill recently 
ended their IIM* week strike 
after being given wage and

benefit increases totalling 
more than 18 per cent. That 
contract will last only one 
year. The company was owned 
by the Times Mirror Corpora­ 
tion which publishes the L.A. 
Times, which, incidentally, 
went up this week to 15 cents 
per copy. 
In Canada, union negotiators 
are asking for a $1.50 per hour 
increase on a base wage of 
$5.10 an hour. They also want 
an adjustment in the cost-of- 
living clause to provide for a 
one-cent-per-hour increase for 
each 0.25 percentage point 
gain in the consumer price in­ 
dex. The base percentage is 
presently set at 0.35 per cent. 
That contract would also be 
for one year. 


Most newspaper publishers, 
and generally everyone else 
who uses paper in their 
product, have been screaming 
for several years now over the 
increases which have been 
passed along to us by our 
newsprint suppliers. Huge 
gains in our basic publishing 
expenses have most publishing 
firms in a reactionary position 
as regards generating suf­ 
ficient revenues to continue in 
business. And the largest 
percentage increase is tied to 
paper. With the information 
above firmly in mind, we can 
understand why. But we all 
have to live, right?

Blade of abortion 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The word 
from the National Right to Life Commit­ 
tee is that 1.2 million abortions will be 
performed in America this year — 
300,000 more than the last annual count 
and perhaps a million more than in any 
of the 197 years prior to the 1973 Supreme 
Court decision liberalizing applicable 
laws. 
The sum presumably accurate, calls 
for pause. 
I have been, for all 
my adult life, in favor 
of abortion on demand 
— my reason being 
pragmatic. Women 
not wanting babies 
w ill 
do 
alm ost 
anything 
to 
rid 
themselves of the 
burdens, and putting 
laws in their way is 
mean logic. 1 once 
visited the results of a 
teen-ager who tried to 
term inate 
her 
pregnancy with a 
douse of household 
chem icals. 
Her 
funeral was awful, her 
mother loudly admit­ 
ting in sobs that she 
had refused the girl 
the money to seek an 
illegal abortion for 
fear of the immorality 
involved. 
I remain firm on pragmatism. But I 
confess as well that the magnitude of the 
estimated number of abortions this year, 
in the name of anything, is disquieting. 
Abortion has become a major branch of 
the medical industry and at the same 
time is sliding into the recesses of our 
collective conscience. Instead of 
tolerating it necessarily while we search 
for moral and practical alteroaUves, we 
seem to be deciding it as the ultimate 
solution. 
We are making this decision, further­ 
more. not by common sense but by un­ 
common intellectual ism, the easier way 
to do it since the process involves per­ 
cipient argument which while impossible 
to prove cannot be dismissed either.

A REM INDER FOR SENIORS

There is, after all, a philosophical fun­ 
damental in the idea, say, that a woman 
has a right to do with her body as she 
pleases. Women do not have this right, of 
course, nor do men, as witness the laws 
against suicide or the use of some drugs 
or the dodging of the wartime draft. But 
even if sovereignty over the body is a 
myth the argument has humanistic ele­ 
ments — the rights of being over an un­ 
being — that are more comfortably con­ 
sidered than is the emotional spectrum 
of morality. 
What is wrong with the super­ 
sophistication approach to the abortion 
question is that it tends to go beyond the 
capacity of many involved to under­ 
stand. When does life begin?Logarithmic 
answers, of whatever exhaustion, mean 
nothing. Perhaps it was one thing to 
agree when legal abortion meant scrap­ 
ing out embryonic tissue; it is quite 
another now that fully formed fetuses 
can be removed under the law, and if not 
left to expire in silver trays may at times 
be used as live subjects in experimenta­ 
tions. In either case, the complexities 
are useless to the common person. 
Beyond this, the idea of excusing abor­ 
tion with academic data gives worry of 
another sort. As Supreme Court Justice 
Benjamin Cardozo warned: “ The 
tendency of a principle is to expand itself 
to the limits of its logic." If one can ex­ 
plain away abortion with fancy 
philosophical footwork, and then experi­ 
ment on the living fetus, what next? 
Already it is possible in some areas to 
abort with the bill paid by health in­ 
surance; and it has been suggested that 
the state too help out, i.e., make it all 
easier still. 
One recalls the utilitarian view of the 
Germans during Hitler’s regime when 
science was used to expedite the 
removal of unwanteds from the Reich. 
An American medical expert at the 
Nuremberg trials, Dr. Leo Alexander, 
wrote this of the Nazis’ casual concept of 
responsibility: ‘ * Whatever proportions 
their crimes finally assumed, it is evi­ 
dent to all who investigated them that 
they had started from small beginnings. 
.. a subtle shift in emphasis in the basic 
attitude of physicians. It started with the 
acceptance of the attitude that there is 
such a thing as life nojt worthy to be 
lived." 
For any who care to see, "the subtle 
shift in emphasis" may have occurred in 
America as it did in Germany. But less 
than many seem to worry. Before it’s too 
late, perhaps we should at last own up to 
the truth. Keep abortion reasonably at­ 
tainable, if that is our consensus, but call 
. it for what it is: slaughter. To continue to 
do otherwise, for the purpose of making 
the issue palatable, puts us in a sense on 
the road back to the caves. 


Libel suits initiated by public figures 
are intended to make a public point. In 
most instances the public figure has not 
been damaged in the sense that his in­ 
come has diminished as the direct result 
of the circulation of the libel. That is why 
in some of the most conspicuous libel 
suits of the past season (in some of which 
I have figured), the plaintiffs have 
generally stipulated that compensatory 
damages were not sought. 


Instead plaintiffs have 
asked the court to 
award damages that 
speak to the intrin­ 
sically defamatory 
nature of the libel; and 
to 
punish 
the 
tortfeasor 
for 
proceeding to write 
something he had 
every reason to 
believe was both 
wrong 
and 
defamatory. 
As most people know, in 1964 in New 
York Times v. Sullivan, the Supreme 
Court ruled that public officials could not 
recover unless they could prove “actual 
malice" on the part of the defendant. 
Since that ruling, a number of others 
wandering in disparate directions have 
been laid down, sometimes appearing to 
make it almost impossible to libel a 
public figure; and at other times, urging 
over towards a metaphysical affirmation 
that even public figures can appeal to the 
courts for the protection of their good 
name. One such case recently arose in 
New York, and it illuminates the 
residual injustice in the federal libel law 
as it has crystallized. 
Along comes this jerk feller, the

Libel laws 


ostensibly concerned to isolate ex­ 
tremists on the left and on the right, but 
which is actually concerned to harass 
kooky-right. The former college presi­ 
dent is back teaching the history of 
religion, and taking himself most 
seriously as guardian of the polemical 
manners of his fellow Americans. He 
writes me a letter suggesting that unless 
I reform my ways, he will disapprove of 
me. I reply that I had never heard of him 
until a couple of months earlier, was un­ 
aware that his approval was a collector’s 
item, ask him to explain any inaccuracy 
in anything I have written for which I 
would promptly apologize, and invite 
him otherwise please to go away. 
A year or so passes by and the 
gentleman publishes a book under the 
august imprint of a major New York 
publishing house, alleging that I am to 
the American conservative movement 
what Von Ribbentrop was to the Nazis; 
that I make my living by lying about 
other people and by insinuating the 
Fascist line into my work. As editor of a 
journal of opinion which espouses posi­ 
tions that were once thought fit to live 
only in the fever swamps of the crazy 
right, I have felt in behalf of my col­ 
leagues, a collegiate responsibility to 
resist that kind of thing; so I sued — the 
publisher, and the author. 


From the beginning, I asked for a) an 
apology; and b) reimbursement of the 
lawyers’ fees, which at that twinkling 
point in time were only a few hundred 
dollars. The publishers were too prin­ 
cipled to meet the demand, and five 
years later, after seven days of trial, we 
settled out of court . . . 
Leaving the college professor who, 
pleading impoverishment, appeared pro 
se, and for a few horrible moments until 
the judge told him for gawdssakes to cut 


it out, the professor actually referred to 
himself in the third person. The judge, by 
the way, proved to be one of those ex­ 
emplary jurists — thorough, fair, 
courteous. But if a political cell ever 
stirred in his blood, it was leeched out 
some time before he reached 
kindergarten. Intending no criticism, it 
required the judge as much time to learn 
to distinguish between permissible and 
impermissible modalities of political 
discussion, as it would take me to learn 
about toxic and innocent varieties of 
mushrooms. The result was entirely 
satisfactory — I mean, the judge 
meditated deeply on the matter, and 
reached, in an 84-page document, an un­ 
assailable conclusion, namely that the 
wretched professor, while decrying 
political irresponsibility, had engaged in 
it: and the judge whacked him $7,500. 
Now that may seem a lot of money, but 
even the judge, who until recently was a 
successful Wall Street lawyer, knows 
that it is peanuts alongside the expense 
of paying lawyers to bring litigation. But 
— said the judge — 7,500 bucks is a lot of 
scratch for a professor. Which is true. 
But why isn’t there a law like England’s 
— or like Connecticut’s — that says flat­ 
ly: either a defendant apologizes im­ 
mediately on being sued, or, if he is 
proved guilty of libel, he is required to 
pay the legal costs of the action that 
brought him to heel. 
What can be fairer than that? As it now 
stands even if you win a token judgment, 
you lose, net. And, worse, abstract 
justice is then only for those who can sus­ 
tain the loss. That is a lousy arrange­ 
ment, and those who really do worry 
about free speech should worry about the 
chilling effect of the practical un­ 
availability of the libel mechanism for 
men and women who dare to enter public 
life.

Homeowners plight 


The failure to achieve tax relief for 
homeowners coupled with the inevitable 
"reassessed valuations" which are dis­ 
closed annually about this time, has 
provoked threats of taxpayer strikes in 
several counties. Such strikes would be 
exhibited in the form of withholding 
property tax payments. The penalty for 
this, by law is only 6 per cent which, on 
today’s money market would represent 
no loss for most and opportunity for 
some to profit by investment of the tax 
money at higher rates. 
There is no doubting that, well 
organized, such strikes could be 
devastating on local government. For, 
although tax delinquent property is 
deeded to the state, such sales are legal 
fictions. The state neither reimburses 
the local entities for the taxes nor has 
any active part in the eventual disposi­ 
tion should the property go unredeemed. 
There would be an eventual settlement 
either through redemption or outright 
sale but a successful strike could put 
local government in an untenable bind 
for a five year period.

Unfortunately the threats are idle. 
This because at least 50 per cent of the 
taxpayers hold property which is 
financed. 
Assemblyman 
Dan 
Boatwright, chairman of the Revenue 
and Taxation Committee, places it 
nearer 80 per cent. In such cases tax 
delinquency constitutes a mortgage 
default and subjects the property to 
foreclosure. Lenders have been reluctant 
to accept the alternative of placing the 
tax money in trust as a means of with­ 
holding payment to the collector. 
Nevertheless, the discontent of the 
property owners is having its effect. 
Both state and local officials are fast 
coming to the realization that action can­ 
not be much longer delayed. 
County assessors, with their hands tied 
by the laws, must bear the brunt of the 
protests. The more thoughtful ones, like 
Sacramento County’s William Lynch and 
Los Angeles County’s Phil Watson, have 
not only been in the frontlines seeking 
limits on property taxes, but Lynch has 
long been an advocate of restricting 
such taxes to ‘‘property related" ser­ 
vices. In his view "people related” ser­ 
vices such as welfare, health and the 
schools should be financed from other 
sources. 
Probably no one in the Legislature is 
working harder to find a solution than 
Boatwright. The various proposals to 
“ freeze’’ assessments and other 
remedies have funnelled into his com­ 
mittee. Since any real changes must 
have voter approval these efforts have 
not yet surfaced but Boatwright has 
promised public hearings will be held, 
not only on the proposals so far submit­ 
ted by Assemblymen Gene Chappie and 
Frank Murphy and others, but on any and 
all other ideas. These will be held during 
the summer recess and Boatwright vows 
there will be a constitutional amendment 
emerge for voter approval next June. 
What should be of great interest is 
Boatwright’s charge that the obstacles 
have been the voices of organized vested 
interests. Not only does he include large 
landowners, who fear a shift from single 
homes to their holdings, but business and 
in d u stry generally who omen 
homeowner relief proposals as signalling 
increased tax burdens in other forms for 
them. 
Even so the most formidable opposi­ 
tion to relief comes, from local govern­ 
ments which rely upon the property tax.

Thus the cities, counties, schools and 
special districts, all organized at the tax­ 
payers cost, fight tooth and nail against 
any restrictions on their ability to tax 
property. * 
As Boatwright pointedly observes 
"everybody has well organized represen­ 
tation excepting the homeowners who 
have none." He says, rather than waste 
their efforts on impossible strikes, "they 
should be organizing to demand un­ 
qualified commitments from their 
legislators for tax relief without further 
delay.” 


To us, one of the saddest stories we 
have ever read has to do with a person 
who has need for an expensive kidney 
machine or he or she will die. It appears 
that there are just so many of these 
delicate machines in existence and for 
those who must arbitrarily decide who 
gets the machine, it must be hell. 
So we were surprised this week to read 
that for two years the government has 
been providing subsidies to make sure 
persons who need it can get expensive 
kidney machine treatment regardless of 
their ability to pay. 
However, a report 
now shows that some 
doctors are deciding 
arbitrarily who gets 
the free treatment and 
who shall die for lack 
of it. 
The standards, ac­ 
cording to a report 
from the General Ac­ 
counting Office, for 
those who stall get the 
treatment varies from 
place to place and 
from doctor to doctor 
in the 12 states and 
two counties sur­ 
veyed. 
Doctors and hospital officials said 
there are different reasons for denying 
kidney patients the subsidized care they 
needed, in some cases, to stay alive. The 
reasons included: 
1. Age. Some doctors rule (nit patients 
they considered too old, or too young. 
2. General health. Some doctors ex­ 
clude kidney patients who also suffer 
other diseases such as diabetes, cancer 
and heart conditions. 
3. Living circumstances. The report 
said one 70-year-old widow in 
Washington state was denied treatment 
on an artificial kidney machine because 
she lived alone and was considered in­ 
capable of caring for herself at home. 
She died in a nursing home. 
The report said there is no consistency 
in the application of selection standards, 
some applying in one place but not in 
another. 
Federal funding of kidney disease 
treatment on dialysis machines, which 
purify the blood of patients ”’hose 
kidneys cannot do so propci ly. and 
transplant operations became almost un­ 
iversally available July 1, 1973. 
The law meant to rectify a situation in 
which medical treatment was so costly 
that life and death was often determined 
strictly by the patient’s ability to pay. 
It placed kidney disease protection un­ 
der Medicare, the first extension of 
Medicare to persons under 65 and the 
first national health program aimed at a 
specific illness. 
The report recommended the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, 
which administers the law, set new 
patient treatment standards by 
geographic areas to ensure persons con­ 
sidered treatable are being treated.
